ATEW discovery in horticulture claims 
to make potted plants bloom as they 


never did before if'they are given an in- 
vigorating cup of tea once a day. 


Lfiwis Shaw Jr.. the inventor, says:

give my geranium a drink of cold tea, from 
one-fourth to one-half cup per plant While 
at first this was only an experiment, I was 
surprised to find how rapidly the plants 
bloomed and how many of the buds took 
bloom at once.

A novel invention which will pour oil

The fact is that you get hungry from 


remembering how those things tasted. "A 
pleasurable recollection of the tastes of 
good food," Dr. Carlson calls it. The 
scanning of the printed lists of food stir 
your memories of just how certain things 
tasted. If you see unfamiliar foods in the 
window your mouth doesn't wp-ter. Strange 
smells, wafting upward from unrecognized 
dishes do not whet your appetite like the 
familiar scents from roast turkey or frying 
potatoes. 


As a matter of fact neither sight nor 


smell of food does what you think, it does? 
Xou imagine that it actually makes you 
hungry, and that they make your mouth 
water. Dr. Carlson says "Xo." 


"The fact.that a man smells and sees 


food has no effect whatever da his hunger 
contractions and only a negligible effect on 
the flow of gastric juice." 


What it "does is to stir your Imagination 


of just how things you hnve eaten would 
inste again. The effect they produce ig 
mental, tiot physical. The hunger contrac- 


tibns do not occur more at sucli times than 
at any other. 


Hunger itself is frequently not recog- 


nized. It is indicated often by headaches. 
When the blood pressure is high the head 
throbs and pains. When hunger is keenest 
the blood pressure rises In height corre- 
spondingly and consequently the presence 
of headaches is quite apt to indicate the 
necessity of a large raeaL

XAMZXG OF MOUXTAES". 


It is related that the name really 


originated with the Indians, who 
brought gold to the Spanish padres, 
and the good fathers, foreseeing in 
the abundance of "the root of all 
evil*' the future destroyer of their 
pastoral plans of settlement, took all 
the gold thus gathered and secretly 
poisoned it, placed it in a tub of 
water, and told the Indians to make 
the dogs drink it The animals died. 
The Indians thereupon declared the 
mountain to be the hiding place of 
the "Evil One" and the padres sup- 
plied the name El Monte Diablo, 
De\U's mountain- 


General Mariano Vallejo supplies 


another interesting version of the 
naming of the mountain. According 
to Vallejo, a military expedition set 
out from San Francisco in 1806 to 
subdue the fierce Indians. Spanish 
soldiers were rapidly gaining a vic- 
tory over the natives when a giant 
personage, bedecked in extraordinary 
plumage, suddenly

THE TTRST AMERICAX. 


Then in 1836 there came to the 


Diablo country a tall, generously- 
proportioned man, a scholar, a stu- 
dent, a stnry Yankee—John Marsh— 
doctor of medicine, university grad- 
uate, man of letters, soldier of for- 
tune, a man of vision. John Marsh 
was the first American to settle in 
Contra Costa county. 


He is perhaps the most picturesque 


character in California's pioneer his- 
tory. 
He preferred frontier life, its 


development and growth, to the com- 
panionship of men of cultivation in 
the cities. 


He received a concession fiom the 


Mexican government for 13,600 acres 
of the Rancho Los Meganos, at the 
eastern ha.»e of Mount Diablo, ana 
there founded his estate, which for 
rr.anv 3.ears was known as the most 
beautiful home in California.

"Such is not the case. On the contrary, the men 


and women whose lot in life is to amuse others form 
a serious, hard-working class, having little tame for 
frivolity and much less time for those reckless 
amusements often attributed to them.' 


Fma Actors a Happy Crew. 


•fThe "players in the great empire de film are a 


light-hearted class. This is due to a healthy nor- 
mality induced by association •with a • pleasant and 
•csBgenial occupation. 


•^In- reply to jnany^ questions^ on the subject I 


. will state here with emphasis feat the film comedian 
is-not as foolish off the stage'.as he sometimes ap- 
pears to be on. My most serious employes are some 
of my best comedians, who are known to the world 
only as interpreters of the laugh, but to ine as 
serious-minded American citizens, men of exemplary 
'conduct and high standing in the community in 
which they live. 


"These men have gone into the film business 'not 


because of the glory attached to it but because they 
can make more money making people laugh than 
by'engaging in any other pursuit Many of them 
are college graduates, some have had excellent tech- 
nical training, but despite these perquisites they 
prefer to smile and keep the world at ease rather 
than wrestle with the bulls and bears of the business 
world. 


Why High Salaries Rule, 


"Where else can you find a vocation in -which 


cold business calculation does not figure in the ca- 
reer of the player, and which offers equal material 
"inducement? You cannot find any. There is no 
other business pursuit in which young men and 
women have forged to the front so quickly, with 
extraordinary financial returns, as motion pictures. 


"The producer caa afford to pay the high salaries

for film comedies stands without precedent, and still 
continues to grow. 


"Consequently the players are earning weekly 


salaries running into the hundreds for work that i> 
not only congenial but is mere play compared with 
the inexorable world of business. 


"Has this meteoric rise to success and emolument 


given birth to a class of reckless young people whose 
sole aim in life is to spend their easily gotten earn- 
ings in a devil-may-care way? I have heard this 
affirmed again and again, but I wish to enter a 
denial to any such statements in so far as they re- 
flect on tht important players at the studios.

Another Great Canal Is 


Soon to Be Built 


The neit great waterway scheme to 


be carried out, according to present indi- 
cations, is the 
Georgian Bay canal, 


•which is to connect Georgian bay -with 
the St. liwrence river at the head of 
navigation for seagoing vessels near 
Montreal, says Popular Mechanics. This 
canal -will not only give vessels from 
the Atlantic direct entrance to Lakes 
Huron. Michigan and Superior, but will 
reduce by nearly one-half the distance 
traveled by -water-borne shipping in go- 
ing from the northern part ot Lake 
Huron 
to Montreal, eliminating the 


present Indirect route by -ray of De- 
troit Lake Erie, the Weliand canal and 
Lake Ontario. 
The canal -will 
utilize- 


for the greater part of its length a 
continuous chain of natural lakes and 
rivers. The total length Is 4-19 miles, 
and over only 30 miles of this will it 
be necessary to construct a new water- 
way, although much of the 
existing 


waterways trill require dredging. 
The 


total cost of the canal is estimated at 
less than $150.000,000.

AN FRANCISCO, Dec. 11.— 
So far as the exposition is 
concerned. "Stella" lias closed 
her engagement. Her success 
was phenomenal, and to the 
thousands who paid to go in 
and look her over it was inex- 
plicable. Elaborate amusement 
concessions, such as Creation, 
costing over a hundred thou- 
sand dollars, failed utterly 
and were all but a dead 


loss, while this picture of a naked woman, ex- 
h:b:ted v.-ithcut puxilkr.'es e::cept electric lights, 
and without seats even for auditors, was the great 
drawing card of the whole zone. The receipts from 
it never fell below $600 a day. The picture is the 
property of a corporation of which Norman Vaughn 
is the chief owner. Vaughn is the secretary of the 
^nssouri Commission and the editor of Elkhorn, a 
fraternal publication devoted to the interests of the 
Elks' order and issued from St. Louis. There is an 
interesting story connected with the painting. 
It 


first gained status as a work of art in the bachelor 
home of a rich mining man of St. Louis of the name 
of Milliken. It was so displayed that it could be 
seen, from every room except the dining-room. Why 
the dining-room was discriminated against doesn't 
appear from the narrative, and really doesn't mat- 
ter. Milliken seems to have been a sort of volup- 
tary, having rather florid^tastes and tne means to 
gratify them.

wherever and under whatever auspices exhibited. 
The claim has been made that Stella isn't a paint- 
ing, but a built-up exhibit. This, howover, is not so. 
But tbe"*magnet that gets the crowd has never yet 
been satisfactorily explained. The attitude of one 
class of spectators who crowded in to see the re- 
markable painting is illustrated by a man from way- 
back, who after staring at the picture with his 
mouth open for two minutues, said to his compan- 
ion: "Well, come on; I'm ready to go. I can't see 
any 'more' if I stay an hour.''

Palace of Fine Arts 


The palace of fine arts is to stand till May 1, 


1916, at least, and to be open to visitors after Janu- 
ary 1. This structure is the masterpiece of the 
whole beautiful city. It is the work of Bernard R. 
Maybeck of Berkeley, an architect not widely known 
before this great achievement attracted attention. 
San Francisco and other Calif ojnia artists and archi- 
tects figure large in the designs and erection of 
buildings in the exposition city. The architect-in- 
chief was George Kelham of San Francisco. W. B. 
Faville, also of San Francisco, designed the palaces 
of varied industries, mines, manufactures, trans- 
portation, liberal arts^ education, agriculture and 
food products. These are „ grouped and related. 
Bakewell & Brown of San Francisco designed the 
palace of horticulture, Louis Mullgardt the court of 
ages, and Ward & Holme the great machinery pal- 
ace. Robert Farquahr of Los Angeles designed • 
festival hall. The tower of jewels was designed by 
Thomas Hastings of New York, and Symmes Rich- 
ardson designed the tower of progress. The hun- 
dreds of statues and figures that embelh'sh the 
buildings and grounds were a source of constant 
wonder and admiration. 
There were forty-five 


sculptors of established reputation engaged upon" 
this work, with a regiment of secondaries and 
artisans. They were under the general direction of 
Karl Ritter of New York. Nine mural painters 
limned the pictures and frescoes. Most of these 
artists are world famous. They were under the di- 
rection of Jules Guerin. To Guerin the credit for 
the color scheme is due, which is one of the Very 
great factors in the harmonious whole. He aban- 
doned the white city ideaj which prevailed at all 
previous world expositions, and showed what was 
possible in tints and colors. 
McLaren's WorK 


The landscape gardening was under the super- 


vision of John McLaren and was a vital part 
of the color scheme. 
Whole fields of flowers 


were changed over night, without leaving a sign. 
It was a magician's work. Colors were changed 
but harmony was always preserved. 
The ap- 


pearance of solidity to the buildings was one of 
the marvels of construction. The great columns 
seemed to have been hewn OUT; of solid rock. The 
material of which they were constructed ras been 
invented since world expositions came in vogue. It 
is artificial travertine, an imitation of the material 
which enters largely into the construction of St. 
Peter's and the Roman colosseum. Imitation trav- 
ertine was invented by Symmes Richardson of the 
famous firm of McKim, Mead & \vhite of New 
York, architects and artistic embellishers. Some of 
the particulars of the famous tower of jewels are 
interesting. The tower is 433 feet high, the arch 
110 feet high and 80 feet wide. There are fifty 
thousand jewels on the tower. It was published 
somewhere that these were cut in Belgium, but this 


was a mistake. They were cut in Austria, and the 
exposition management felt itself extremely fortu- 
nate that they arrived before war was declared. 
Gallagher Objects to PolK 


Something of the spirit that fired the supervisor- 


ial heart when the aristocrats of San Francisco at- 
tempted to outrage ihe common people by a propo- 
sition to build an opera house with their own money 
for the embellishment of the civic center was again 
manifest Monday night when sundry citizens dis- 
cussed with the Board of Supervisors the preser- 
vation of some of the 
exposition monuments. 


The board took a final view that was in a 
measure 'reassuring, but Defore tnat was reached 
a flash of the old-time feeling was disclosed. 
The presence of the 
delegation, which was 


largely from the Exposition Preservation League, 
was occasioned by a resolution that had been 
offered by Supervisor Bancroft looking with dis- 
favor upon the proposition to preserve the fine 
arts palace at the Presidio lagoon, and suggesting 
that a site existed in the civic center for a reproduc- 
tion of the said palace. It seemed to appear to cer- 
tain of the supervisorial minds that with the enter- 
prise centered upon city land it would not so entirely 
escape the clutches of the powers that be. How 
little consideration had-been given the matter was 
manifest when it was shown that the art palace 
covers more ground by several blocks than the en- 
tire civic center. That fact seemed to appeal to the 
Board, though the other representation, that the 
art palace and the lagoon are one and the same and 
that one is essential to the other, never touched 
them. Willis Polk did" the most of the talking. Now, 
" Willis is not always politic when dealing with hoi 
polloi, and while he was "accorded the privilege of 
the floor it was against the objection of Supervisor 
Gallagher, who declared that himself and other 
members had been derided by Polk on a former oc- 
casion, and he did not wish to hear him. The deris- 
ion that rankled had been uttered in the famous 
controversy a year and more ago over the municipal 
opera house. Polk had become so wrought up over 
the attitude of Gallagher and others that he uttered 
language severely disdainful—an accomplishment in 
which he rather excels. 
A Mendocino Exhibit 


The cases of divers offenders against the Federal 


government are being extensively tried in the news- 
papers. Whenever litigation impends in which the 
Federal government is concerned, 'TJnited States 
District Attorney John W. Preston," as he likes to 
see it in print, summons the reporters and gets 
garrulous. The reporters apparently have found 
their way to the district attorney's heart. Al- 
most every paragraph they write of matters in 
which the Federal prosecutor has a hand con- 
tains that official's name and title in full, and 
an earnest account of what he thinks and is 
going to do, and generally an opinion as to the guilt 
of the accused. It will be remembered that young 
Parker Whitney, six or eight months ago, was ac- 
cused and arrested on a charge of white slavery. The 
interesting party whom he was accused of enslaving 
somehow gained the ear of the district attorney, and 
the reporters got good stories as long as they could 
keep the case alive. The district attorney's office 
is a sort of Mendocino exhibit. The principal was a 
country attorney practicing at Ukiah. Chief Deputy 
Thomas is a native of the timber town, and Deputy 
Ornbaun is a member of the family of that name that 
is prominent in the county's affairs and history. 
The appealing qualification of the principal, when he 
was striving for appointment, was that he was a 
townie of Attorney-General McReynolds back in 
Tennessee. At the time of the appointment Attor- 
ney Hayden. had been ' named and everybody sup- 
posed it was all settled. But Hayden was so new to 
the law, having but recently graduated out of the 
teacher elass. that a strong protest -was lodged 
against his selection. Steve Costello was an aspirant. 
He is a good lawyer, but he labored under the disad- 
vantage of not having been a townie of the Attorney- 
General. This made it a runaway race for Preston. 
Members of the bar are not so much given to utter- 
ing opinions as to the. United States district attor- 
ney's office as they are to shaking their heads. If 
you can gpt one of them to express himself he gen- 
erally arrives with the opinion that the district 
attorney's office is a joke. Reliable attorneys ob- 
serve, if they are inclined to talk at all, that with a 
good attorney any defendant will stand a mighty 
good chance of going clear- 
Free Railroad Passes 


Several hundred persons are directly and some 


others indirectly interested in the suit begun by J. E. 
Sexton against the Santa Fe Railroad company and 
the State Board of Railroad Commissioners. The 
action is to restrain the issue of free transportation 
to members and employes of the commission. 
It is represented that this transportation foots 
up $100,000 a year. This amount of travel is 
claimed not to be necessary in the way of official 
business, but members, employes, attaches and oth- 
ers in one way and another ring in, travel about to 
do politics, to take vacations, to go fishing and for 
various other purposes. A very extensive use of 
this free transportation is by commuters living out 
of the city, who are thus able to journey back and 
'forth -without purchasing monthly commuters' 
books. The Southern Pacific is the chief sufferer; 
nevertheless the complainant avers it is afraid to 
protest, not being able to call its property its own 
any more. Sexton is a stockholder in the Santa 
Fe and explains that he is acting where others 
should act but are afraid. A comparatively receat 
enactment of the Progressive legislature provides 


that railroads of the State shall issue to its officials, 
employes and attaches such transportation as they 
may reauire, and that in ease the companies do not 
issue such transportation, the eommbslon may is^ue 
it itself. There has never been any occasion for the 
commission to issue passes direct, for the railroads 
of California are notoriously easy in the matter of 
free transportation; but the principle of such re- 
quirement has been reversed in a case that went up 
from Minnesota. Not only was it established that a 
railroad commission or other body of similar status 
had no power to issue passes on any railroad, but 
that it could not require a railroad to issue them; 
that in fact, a railroad could not be compelled to 
issue free transportation for any official. Such com- 
pui=iop t>>e or>'"<on >>old=, amounts to takingr prop- 
erty without due process of law. In the arraign- 
ments of former officials and practices by the re- 
formers who captured the State five years ago great 
capital was made of the pass abuse. The changes 
were continually rung of the wickedness of free rid- 
ing—how it warped legislators and corrupted citizen- 
ship. A member of the State legislature, it was 
made to appear, for such a consideration as a pass 
to Sacramento, would vote^his immortal soul away. 
Country newspaper editors who failed to espouse the 
political cause of patriots who were saving the land 
from the dragon, were represented' as horrible ex- 
amples of unworth who swapped their honor for 
passes. But what the reformers have done to the 
railroads in the matter of pass demands makes the 
country editor and all others mere pikers. But prob- 
ably there will be no change through this supreme 
court decision. Even if it is brought to bear on 
affairs in this State, the roads will be afraid to re- 
fuse anything that is demanded by officials having 
such power over them as the Railroad Commission. 
The commission «is answerable to nobody but the 
Almighty, and consequently railroads are not in good 
position to refuse any exaction or request that may 
be made by it. 
Big SgrecKels Loan 


The"'general run of people not wise to the financial 


projects or necessities of big business are mildly 
speculating as to what exigency prompts the 
bonding of the Glaus Spreckels estate. .A syndicate 
composed of E. H. Eolllns & Sons, the Federal Trust 
company, the Savings and Union Bank and Trust 
company and the Anglo and London Paris National 
. Bank is to offer an issue of $3,300,000 in bonds of 
the City Investment company. The security behind 
the issue is to comprise the Glaus Spreckels real 
estate in this city. This embraces the Spreckels 
building at Third and Market, together with its an- 
nex; the Empress theater, and other Market street 
property, all together valued at about six and a half 
millions. The surprise is that this estate should be 
in the market to borrow money. It has for at least 
a quarter of a century been "generally understood 
that the Spreckelses have had more money than 
anybody else—that they were in the position of the 
party so slangily referred to as having money .to 
burn. This was especially understood as to the elder 
Spreckels; and if I am not mistaken, appraisements 
immediately after his death returned a very large 
amount of ready cash. It is of course to be said 
that perfectly understandable reasons may exist 
for this large borrowing, where heretofore lending 
has been the order; and indeed, it may be imperti- 
nent to speculate upon the whys and -wherefores 
even in the event that no reason at all exists; but 
people will talk and wonder. The bitter litigation 
between the heirs of the estate will be remembered 
in this connection. All the heirs are rich, away into 
the .millions, however, and the persons who gaze up 
from the outside are unable to figure how the liti- 
gation, however it went, could have made a situ- 
ation for such a monumental loan. However, the 
security is more than ample, and the investment 
will doubtless be attractive to the big lender, as the 
rate is to be 5 per cent, and the terms will enable 
the investor to realize a trifle above that. 
Ishi Getting Better 


Ishi has been quite ill out at the affiliated colleges, 


and there is grave consultations as to what ails him 
and what had best be done about it. Prof. Water- 
man has the general guardianship of the aborigine, 
and has had doctors to look him over. It was 
thought he had tuberculosis, as wild men and ani- 
mals so often have when they tackle civilization; but 
the doctors say not. They do say, however, that the 
cfimate as it prevails about the affiliated colleges is 
more or less trying to one not inured. At first it 
was thought Ishi stood a poor chance to get over it; 
but he is improving now, and Prof. Waterman has 
hopes that he will so far mend that they will be able 
to get him away to a more kindly clime. Ishi does 
not want to go. being perfectly contented with the 
sort of civilization he finds here. When it come? to 
getting him away there is going to be embarrass- 
ment in finding a place to send him. He has no kith 
or kin or tribal connection. When found in the wilds 
of Shasta he was utterly alone, living in a cave, and 
there was no indication of any companionship what- 
ever. They have been able to establish a code of 
communication with him. and to teach him how to 
make himself understood so that he goes about and 
is able to purchase his needs. He came into notice 
through efforts of the university professors to learn 
of aboriginal habits and trace the tribe whence he 
came. As a show he created much interest by 
evolving fire by the friction of sticks. Ishi is 
the only solitary aborigine of record in this part of 
the country. He is without tribal connection or re- 
collection. How he came to be isolated so long with- 
out discovery by white men is a mystery. He has 
afforded unusual opportunity for study, and in time 
there is likely to be an interesting report concerning 


him. 
In the meantime he has ceased to be a human 


novelty, though the humane interest of the savants 
continues. If a good place is found for him in a nice 
warn1 section duuii the coast, or po^sloiy in the dry 
desert country, he will probably be established there, 
though he isn't demanding a vacation, and clings to 
his protectors with the abiding faith and affection 
of the helpless of all degrees. 
Senator Phelan Buys a Home 


Californians are interested at once in the news 


that Senator Phelan has bought a house in Washing- 
ton. 
The particulars are that it is a modern white 


stone building of the English basement type, on R 
street Northwest, numbered 2249, and faces fash- 
ionable Sheridan circle. It is of four stories, con- 
tains thirty rooms, seven baths, hardwood floors and 
stained glass windows, with extensive grounds, and 
cost something over $125,000. The dispatch con- 
veying this information also says the Senator is to 
entertain extensively, "making the home one of 
the centers of social activity." This circum- 
stantial account indicates the Senator's newness - 
to the situation. 
Very few senators or con- 


gressmen buy homes when they go to Washing- 
ton. Such investment, for one thing, might ap- 
pear to constituents as an indication that the pur- 
chaser considers himself settled in his office for 
good: for another, especially to a rural or far-back 
constituency, that he is putting on too much style, 
and that he has too much anxious money. Senator 
Phelan can afford any house he may see fit to buy, 
and nobody will inquire where he got the money; 
but there are still some members of his party who 
get tickled in the ear when they hear orators curve 
their periods around "the common people;" and 
these are likely to ruminate over the fact of their 
representative dwelling in^ house with seven baths, 
and having the intent to establish a brilliant social 
center. They may even wonder how, being a bach- 
elor, he is going about the establishing of the cen- 
ter, and why so many rooms and baths are neces-^ 
sary. The few who, on going to Washington to 
represent a constituency, see fit to buy homes, are 
, wont to do so in a subdued way. They sometimes 


even have the deed put in the unfamiliar nameL of 
some member of their family. They are very far 
from flaunting the particulars. Aside from the 
political .disinclination of .congressmen, and senators 
to show up as investors in Washington homes, there 
is a sort of superstition that it brings bad luck. 
There is nothing very definite along this line, but 
the legislative colony often take account of this one 
or that one who bought a house, and something hap- 
pened. A very conspicuous instance, dating- away 
back, is that of Senator Stewart and his castle. But 
much more recently several instances are in point., 
Congressmen Needham and Smith were the - only 
California representatives who within recent years 
bought homes at the national capital. 
Need- 


ham was defeated when he came up for re-election, 
and Smith/ died. Nicholas Longworth bought-a 
home and-almost immediately was defeated, though 
he has since been re-elected. Representative JTW. 
Babeoek,-former chairman of the Republican Na- 
tional Congressional Committee, bought a home. He 
seemed to have justification, as it looked as though 
he might stay on indefinitely; but the very next 
time he was defeated. Senator Phelan appears to 
have rushed in where others fear to tread. 
Whitney Family Ruction 


The Whitnev family is in court again. The trou- 


bles this time, however, are different—they are 
financial. The late J. Parker Whitney left an opu- 
lent estate, but he tied it up so that it could not be 
spent by certain of his heirs while they waited. 
Litigation has been going on some time over cer- 
tain features of the will. The executor is the son 
Vincent, and his brother Parker and sister Beryl 
sued some time ago to have the executive removed 
and certain of the terms abrogated. Now appears 
Parker's divorced wife on the scene, giving notice 
that she will on December 17 move to have the exec- 
utor removed. The charge is that the executor is 
dissipating the estate. Her interest comes through 
her two sons. By the terms of the will Parker 
Whitney is to enjoy the income from his interest 
oply, and upon his death the fi incipal is to go to his 
two sons, issue of his divorced wife. Parker having 
married again, the litigation draws strange lines 
across the family ties. The elder Whitney was one 
of the best men known of California in his day. He 
made a fortune in merchandising and mining, and 
was a sportsman of recognized standing, though not 
in exactlv the sense that one of his heirs has proved 
to be. He wrote a book of reminiscenses, showing 
talent in that direction, wherein he referred to him- 
self as a sportsman. Parker Whitney's first sensa- 
tion wa<= hi? elopement with Daisy Parrott of the 
numerous contingent of that name. He divorced her 
and then got into a mixup with a woman of the name 
of Hannan, wherein he achieved arrest on the score 
of white slaving. Shortly thereafter 
he married 


regularly. His sister kept up the family reputation 
by eloping at a very immature age with a Harvard 
student, whom she married and divorced. ar>c then 
married aeain. The nbie^tion m Vincpnt Whitnev as 
executor is that, besides the 81000 a month regularly 
allowed &* executor's fees, he has paid himself $700 
more. Tne Whitney estate is partly composed of the 
building erected on the site of the famous Starr King- 
church in Geary street. The forehanded-ness of the 
elder Whitney was illustrated at the time of the 
earthquake, when he turned up as one of the very 
few heavy property owners who had taken the pre- 
caution to insure the income of his property, which 
\\as of eoui»e totally destroyed.

And out of the closer under- 
standing of the allied powers may easily develop 
a program for the promotion of their common 
interests in China which will be disconcerting to 
the "open door" policy and the commercial aspir- 
ations of the United States. 


It is noteworthy that on November 19th, short- 


ly after the joint action to delay the change of 
China's government, Japan signified her adher- 
ence to the pact between England, Russia and 
Erance that none of the powers would conclude 
a separate peace agreement or demand condi- 
tions of peace without previous agreement with 
other signatory powers.
